The civil rights movement have left most or¬ 
ganizations limp. As it is difficult to separate rights 
of individuals and equal opportunities into black, 
white or brown some organizations have adopted a do 
nothing attitude. The Mexican American generally is 
heading for rougher times ahead. It would be well to 
take another look at our aims, and re-evaluate them 
in the light of our times and chart out a course for 
progress and accomplishment. We can at times com¬ 
pare our conservatism with a man who is starving and 
still insists on going on a diet. Equal employment op¬ 
portunity, adequate housing, job training, education 
and the drop out problem are areas for concentration. 
We can no longer use discrimination as a crutch, the 
opportunities are here if we want them. However, this 
is a competitive world and the meek get nowhere. 
The viciousness of automation will set us back further. 
Our attitude should not be one of mediocrity, but 
rather in all we do we have to show and try our best. 
Whatever our, means of livelihood there is room for 
improvement. There isn't any job that can't be done 
better, that can't be improved with a little sweat and 
thinking. The education of our children continues to 
be the most crucial problem. Too many of our kids are 
dropping from school. The children are calling the 
shots instead of the parents. More sacrifices by the 
parents are in order and the fact that the parents did 
not have an opportunity to go to school is no excuse 
to pass this on to the children. Sociologists point to 
our language handicap and our underprivileged back¬ 


grounds. A paddle on the behind of our little young¬ 
sters during their formative years may do wonders. A 
cbUcP cannot be straightened out after years of neg¬ 
lect. There are probably more delinquent parents 
than delinquent children. This modern world gets 
more vicious every day and our children should know 
the value of an education. There is no substitute for 
parents and love and understanding and the paddle in 
the rear at the right time can be accomplished regard¬ 
less of economic standing. If the tree isn't strong 
there isn't much hope for the apples. 

President Johnson has called for all out war on 
poverty. |t would be well for us to call for all out 
war on apathy and to set our course on finding the road 
to self sufficiency. For our poverty stricken people 
charity should not be a way of life but rather a tem¬ 
porary measure to get people back on their feet. We 
often hear the words, " I am proud that I'm a Mexi¬ 
can", I would like to add one more word to that, " I 

am proud that I'm a Mexican because.", You 

take it from there, your own answers might surprise 
you.

El respeto a la profesión periodística 

En el numero 6 del año 14 de EL EXCENTRICO 
de fecha 5 de enero de 1964. Aparece un articulo 
firmado por el Sr. Luis Miguel Valdez y se titula " El 
Machete" . 

El articulo a que hago mención empieza con 
un párrafo de Jote Vasconcelos, tomado de "La Raza 
Cósmica" escrito en Español (Castellano). A con¬ 
tinuación el Sr. Valdez escribe en Ingles. 

Las personas que entienden y pueden leer los 
dos idiomas, se habran percatado de que la persona 
que escribe, tiene indudablemente alguna preparación 
escolar; aunque por otra parte demuestra no tener ed¬ 
ucación, si tomamos en cuanta la contestación del 
abuelito. Entre gente educada no se usa ese vocabu¬ 
lario que si bien es común en corrillos de amigos, 
resulta una gran falta de educación si se usa entre 
familia o en presencia de personas que nos merezcan 
respeto. 

Entre la cultura y la educación existe una di¬ 
ferencia. La cultura se adquiere en la escuela con el 
estudio.

Escribir para el publico exije de la persona 
que escribe, el uso de palabras que se puedan leer en 
cualquier parte, ya sea escuela, iglesia o el hogar, y 
por cualquier personas, hombre o mujer, niño o Bina, 
y que la lectura no provoque sonrojos ni ofenda el 
recinto. 

Volviendo al escrito en cuestión, se quiere dar 
en el una lección de civismo, usando como textos las 
películas que en forma bastante desfigurada, tomando 
personajes y conflictos de la historia de Mexico, se 
toman como reales. Se olvida lamentablemente que 
las películas se hacen como diversion, no como libros 
de texto. 

La ¡ncertidumbre que según el autor del "Ma¬ 
chete" existe entre los Mexlco-Americanos, por lo 
que respecta a su latinidad o sajonismo, es un asunto 
que tiene viejas raigambres; no solo anteriores al des¬ 
cubrimiento de America, o a la llegada del Mayflower 
a este continente, sino mucho antes del poderío ro¬ 
mano y anterior también a nuestra era Cristiana.

Todo lo 
contrario, trato de hacer una observación constructiva 
sin alardes de erudición o sabiduría y solo me anima 
el deseo de ayudar a que nuestras publicaciones lleven 
un sello de pulcritud, que en ninguna forma pueda 
lastimar la moralidad y la educación de la sociedad, 
con la cual, al escribir, contraemos el compromiso de 
respetar. 

La profesión del periodista requiere; Valor, 
Honradez, Conocimientos y Educación.

The recent figures of our City of San Jose, 
California, revealed a most fantastic growth, the sta¬ 
tistics demonstrating that we increase our yearly pop¬ 
ulation by nearly 40,000 people or the equivalent of 
the City of Palo Alto. 

Among the statistics, one very important item 
was not stressed that being the explosive growth of our 
school children population. This in turn has created a 
gigantic problem of insufficient school houses, per¬ 
sonnel and equipment. Here are some pertinent facts 
that will inform you factually and why a YES vote is 
indicated; 

In the next five years the San Jose Unified 
School District will have to provide additional school 
housing for 8, 727 NEW students. The actual student 
count on October 10, 1963, was 28, 316 students at¬ 
tending the San Jose Unified School District and it is 
known by as close as 1% that by October 10, 1968, 
the San Jose Unified School District will have over 
35, 534 students I 

This growth, the result of both increased pop¬ 
ulation and birth rates, is already upon us. This year 
it has been necessary to have double sessions at three 
elementary schools and split sessions at one high 
school because of the classroom shortage. 

Your Board of Education and a Citizen Bond 
Study Committee have carefully scrutinized the de¬ 
mands this increased enrollment will place upon the 
districts |t has been determined that a bond issue of 
$15,750,000 will be the minimum necessary to meet 
the end. This will provide seven additional elemen¬ 
tary schools, one junior high school and one senior 
high school and five additional school sites, and 54 
additional classrooms needed at older existing schools. 
Where possible, these will be portable classrooms of 
the type which have already saved taxpayers many 
thousands of dollars. 

Also included are major additions to present 
junior and senior high schools which are necessary, 
not only to take care of the growth, but to expand 
new teaching programs required to give our children 
a first rate education. These include foreign langu¬ 
age laboratories, science and increased space for team 
teaching. 

The prosperity of our community depends on 
skilled and educated citizens. Oar schools must re¬ 
main adequate and effective to meet this challenge. 
When education suffers, everybody suffers - not just the 
children. 



Further delay in meeting these critical build¬ 
ing needs will result in widespread double sessions, 
curtailed educational opportunities for our children, 
and increased expense to the taxpayer because of the 
rising costs. 

The Mexican American Citizens Committee and 
the Board of Education emphatically urge a YES VOTE 
on February 26, 1964. f

SAN JOSE, CALIFORNIA 
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AMONG THE VALIANT DAY 

On February 1, 1964, the Santa Clara Chapter 
of the American Gl Forum and Ladies Auxiliary are 
bringing to the people in the Northern area, the man 
who paid tribute to all those men who fought, lived 
through and gave their lives for their country. 

Raul Morin, a native of Lockhart, Texas, 
withoutany journalistic experience, wroteafull length 
account of the people he proudly represents through 
hard work and sheer determination, while recovering 
from wounds received near the German Border. This 
is the only book of its kind. 

The book, AMONG THE VALIANT, is a hard 
hitting saga of the Mexican American soldiers, their 
pre-war days, their hectic days in training camps and 
their many anxious moments of fear and bravery on the 
firing lines with the dogged infantry, the rugged Mar¬ 
ines, the daring Paratroopers and with other famed 
units of the United States Armed Forces, during WW 
II and the Conflict in Korea. 

Raul takes you with him through training and 
war with Co. E of the 313th Regiment, 79th Division. 
He also tells the stories of those Mexican Americans 
who won the highest military honor this great country 
awards. There were 17 Mexican Americans who were 
awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor. However, 
nine sacrificed their lives symbolic of the determin¬ 
ation and courage manifested by the Mexican Ameri¬ 
can during the wars. You also read about the famous 
Texas 36th Division and how Captain Gabriel Nav- 
arrete who was awarded the Distinguished Service 
Cross, 2 Silver Stars, the Bronze Star and Purple Heart 
among his decorations, went after the Major who or¬ 
dered his men to cross a river that meant only disaster 
to his company. Gabriel is from El Paso, Texas. 

Raul also wrote of Pfc Cleto Rodriguez of San 
Antonio, Texas, who actually deserved the Medal 
twice. The first time, he and another buddy killed 82 
Japanese soldiers while their company was bogged 
down. The fact that his buddy was killed in that ac¬ 
tion, the Medal was awarded to his buddy, John M 
Reece of Oklahoma City. The Medal can be awarded 
to only one person for one action. Ten days later, 
Rodriguez single handed killed six more Japanese 
while exposing himself to open fire. Then, without a 
doubt, his name was submitted for the award. 

You will also read the stories of Pfc Silvestre 
Herrera of Phoenix, Arizona, Sergeant Macario Gar¬ 
cia of Sugarland, Texas, Sergeant Joseph Rodriguez 


of San Bernardino, California, Sergeant Jose Lopez 
of Brownsville, Texas, Sergeant Alejandro Ruiz of 
Loving, New Mexico, Sergeant Luciano Adams of Port 
Arthur, Texas, and CpI. Rudy Hernandez of Fresno, 
California. They lived to receive their award. 

Some received theirs from the President of the 
United States.

The foster parents of Santa Clara County, num¬ 
bering more than 700 couples, will be honored at the 
Annual Foster Parent Recognition Event. To express 
the gratitude of the entire county. Community lead¬ 
ers joined by agency board and staff members will join 
together on Sunday, February 9th, at 2:00 P.M. at 
Abraham Lincoln High School. The Community Coun¬ 
cil of Central Santa Clara County and the Willow 
Glen Kiwanis are sponsoring this get-together. 

The planning committee is chaired by Mrs. 
Alden Campen. Assisting with the planning are the 
six placement agencies who work with the honored 
families: Eastfield, Ming Quong, Santa Clara County 
Welfare Department, Catholic Social Service, Santa 
Clara Juvenile Probation Department and Children 1 s 
Home Society. 

Throughout Santa Clara County, there are more 
than 700 families who have opened their home to the 
thousand plus children needing a temporary family. 
Of these special families, over 100 are of Spanish- 
Mexican origin and they are meeting a great need in 
our community. By offering 24-hour care to provide 
for the physical well-being of children and by offer¬ 
ing love and affection to children of all ages who for 
various reasons cannot live with their own parents, 
these foster parents are making it possible for children 
to grow into healthy and useful citizens. 

Children in need of a home are placed with a 
licensed familyby a placement agency who will super¬ 
vise while the child is in the home and who will share 
the responsibility with the foster family for the child s 
welfare. \ 

Foster homes must meet with standards set by 
the State, and must be licensed by the County Wel¬ 
fare Department or given a certificate of approval by 
an authorized agency. Generally speaking, the foster 
home should provide a happy, secure and loving home 
life so that a child will feel wanted and comfortable. 

All foster families are special—some have 
children of their own, others do not. Some families 
have a great deal of education, others have little. 
Some have high incomes, others have limited income. 
Some are young couples, others have already raised 
their own children and are now grandparents. 

Not all mothers and families are able to be 
foster parents, but there are deeply satisfying rewards
